Denver, May 21.—The flood in the
Cache La Poudre valley, caused by a
waler spout In the foot hills yesterday
afternoon, reached its helght at Greeley
this morning. Only one life was lost,

80 far as Is yet known. A number of
people are missing and owing to the
conditions of the roads and washing
out of bridgen It Is Impousible as yet
to ascertain whether or not they lost
their lives,

rallroad bridge north of Greeley Is stil)

Petersburgh, May 21.—The gov-
ernment received the news today that
General Stoessel has made a successful
sortie from Port Arthur, resulting In
the repulse of the Japanese. The Jap-
anese loss over 1000, the Russians had
166 killed and many wounded.

ENGLISH LAD WINS DERBY.

Captures Great Chicago Race in Thrill-
ing Dash Down Stretch.
Chicago, May 21.—English Lad, the
heavily backed favorite, won the Chi-
cago derby at Hawthorne today by a

half length In a flerce drive with Prince
Bliverwings, Moharib, the winner of
the Kansas City derby, came in third
Time, 2:08.

English Lad's victory was a popular
one and when he passed under the wire
winner a tumuit among the 15,000 per-
sons that packed the grandstand and
crowded the Infleld was caused.

Cambridge, Mass, May 21.—The
breaking of dual records In the two-
mile run and the hammer throw, with
a close competition in most of the
other events lent interest to the Yale
and Harvard dual athletic meet, won
by Yale on Soldlers’ field today. Yale
scored n total of 57 7-12 points against

66 06-12 for Harvard.

In the 2-mile run King of Harvard
won in 8 minutes 54 1-5 seconds, lower-
Ing the dual record by 1 3-6 seconds
In the hammer throw Sheviin of Yale
hurled the welght 163 feet 9 Inches, or
@ inches further than the dual record.
In the pole vault Willam MeLana-
han, Yale; R. B. Bwing, Harvard, and
B. C. Preston, Yale, tied for first place
at 11 feot 6 Inches. Points for events:

gles, aged §5, wife of John Engles, a
meatcutter here, committed suicide by
Jumping int the Umatilla river short-
ly before noon today. The woman had
been slock for two years with nervous
trouble and was In great pain most of
the time. Bhe left a note to her hus-
band, stating:

“This terrible pain I can not bear
longer, not even for my boy. I go to
the river to end It all. God bless my
boy. Good-by. John, to you both.”
The body was found below the city,
lodged undér a stranded tréee. Her son
Claude had just graduated from a San
Franclsco medical college.

Rome, May 21.—M. Nisard, the
French ambassador fo the vaticam,
acting under instructions from Paris,
left Rome tonight for an unlimited va-
cation as a protest against what
France regards as an Indelicate atti
tude of the vatican In compling twe
different notes concerning the visit of
President Loubet to Rome.

The pope Is greatly worried over the
conflict between the vatican and

state and Cardinal Merry Del Val, whe
stated to him what he had said to ML
Nisard. He sald France had misunder-
stood his Intention and be‘omitted the
phrase regarding the recall of Nuncie
from the note to France out of regard
to that republic, while he Inserted It
in the notes to other governments
Among the cardinals there Is consid-
erable feeling against the papal secre-
tary and condemnation is expressad of
the way in which he has brought about
official rupture with France.
